n the capital of tbis State 
It has used the 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver as money, and by a refusal to execute

closed many ol our silver mines, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out of employ- 
ment. 


HI. 


We favor a tariff upon the imported products 
of low-priced foreign labor, so as to protect 
ho interests of American wage-workeis, and 
'or the development of Amerlcsn industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining Interests 
;he maintenance of the present tarifi on lead, 
borax, soda aud other mineral productions, 
and In behalf ot our wool-growing interests a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 1867, and we 
denounce tho recent attempt of tbe Democratic 
majority in the National House of Kepresenta- 
tives to pass tbe Morrison bill reducing the 
taiiff on the products of our mines and placing 
wool on the free list 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
itizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
jecouiing landowrieis. Tbe public domain 
should be reseived as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation oi large tracts 
or bodies ot land in the hands ot corporations 
or individuals should be discouraued, aud in 
the case of land grants to railroad corporations 
where the coiporations have failed to comply 
with ttie conditions of the grants the land 
should be forfeited to the General Government, 
and held for the benefit of actual settlers. 


V. 


We favor (he intelligent organization of la- 


bor for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the protection of their interests 
in all things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial welfare of the country, and wa 
iavor the enactment of State and National 
laws providing lor the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods of voluntary arbitration, OT by the 
establishment of courts of conciliation, which 
will avoid the wuste, loss and 111-iecling re- 
sulting from strikes and lock-outs, and the 
usual expensa of litigation. 


VI. 


We denounce tbe action of the Democratic 
House of Representatives at its last session in 
striking from the bill to compensate the citi 
<jens of this State for losses sustained in the 
Indian war of I860 all claims for supplies fur 
iiished for the suppression of Indian hostilities, 
and also for services rendered duiiug that 
memorable struggle in which the lives of a 
large number ot oar most respected citizens 
weie sacrillced. 


VII. 


We denounce the pretense of the Democratic 
party of having sympathy for the eiuse of lo- 
cal self-government in Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratic House of Representatives,ill Committee 
of the Whole, repeatedly refused to endorse 
that principle 
In the mouths of April and 
June last that body, by Democratic votes, on 
several occasions rejected a resolution indors- 
ing a tree Parliament for IrslanJ, which is in 
the following woids. 
" Resolved that the House of Representatives 
earnestly sympathizes with Right Hon Wm, 
E. Gladstone and his associates in their eftorts 
to secxire a free Parliament for the peop e of 
Ireland, and congratulates the peopie oi that 
hitherto unhappy country upon the prospect 
of an eirly and successful termination of their[ 
long and patriotic struggle for tlie right of local 
self government," 
Thereby destroying the growth of a libtra 
spirit thioughout Great Britain. 


VIII. 


We commend the efforts of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propiiation of $30,000 lor public land auiveys 
iu tlile State, and we condemn the action of the 
Commissioner of tbe General Laud Office in 
wl hholding moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and particularly condemn the aeiioii of 
benator Fair in absenting himself from Wash- 
ington during all the time when appropria- 
tions tor this State wei» tinder consideration 
by the Senate, 


i. 


The Republicans of NevaJa, in convention 
assembled, reaffirm their unfaltering loyalty 
to the principles of the party as enumerated in 
their national platforms, tram Lincoln to 
Blaine. We believe that liberty is the inalien- 
able right of every man, -whatever his race or 
celer, and iu the equality of ervery man before

II promised 
to protect the person and property of citizens 
both at home and abroad, and to maintain the 
dimity and honor of the nation, yet in its re- 
lation with Great Britain It has shown itself 
UBWtlling to give protection to either person 
or' property, and lias permitted our flag to be. 
insulted, without proper protest, almost in 
siaht of our shores, wnile by hasty and un- 
seemly action it has unnecessarily jeopardized 
oar friendly relations with the Mexican Re- 
rabllc. and made our Nation ridiculous In the 
eves Tof the world: Its evasion of civil service 
reform, to which its leading representatives 
are pledged, huve been bold, msolent and law- 
less It has shown itself no friend to Nevada, 
because among its ffrst acts of administration, 
UetoSd tto United States Mint In Carson £Uy 
in utter violation ot tho law. to the great detri- 
inent oPeverj miner and silver producer isi 
this State. In particular, and of the publio In 
general. It ha* seriously imP*1"^ our 
facilities, without shadow of Just excuse . 
has out-aged the express will of Congress, and 
denied to this people their rights by Its unex 
iiUinad and continued refusal to execute the 
fair for the erection of a Qovernmeut bnil«U»B

We endcrs* tho action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburu in their efforts to sup- 
press poljgamyiu Utah, and to check the 
Kiowth of disloyaltj to tliu Government in that 
'lerritory, and we fully endorse the principles 
ot the bills intioduced for that putpose by 
Congressman Woodbuin. We endorse tbe ac- 
tion of the Kepublican Senate in passing in 
the early days of the last session of Congress a 
bill well calculated to suppress the growing 
e\il of polygamy, and check the growth of tbs 
hostile power ot tho Mormon Church, which is 
l.TCatenlug the peace aud tarnishing the good 
na.'ne of ttie United States. We condemn the 
ictionof tbe Democratic House of Bepresent- 
;tivcs in refusing during all the long session 
of Congress which has just closed to consider 
my measure tending to relieve our country 
fiorn the blighting curse of polygamy and 
jolyyamous rule in Utah and the surrounding 
Territories.

The paramount interest of civilization re- 
quires that the money used as a circulating me- 
dium in any country shall at all times bear a 
constant ratio to the increasing population of 
that country. Contraction of the currency in- 
\olves all financial evils to whi'Ji a nation can 
be subjected, among which are robbery of the 
debtor, stagnation ot business, reduction of 
wages and the enslavement of the masses for the 
beueni of bondholders and grasping creditors 
\N e denounce the bondholders' conspiiacy to de 
monetize silver and contract the money of the 
world to a single gold standard as a crime 
against civilization 
It would double the obli- 
gation of bonds and all other contracts for tho 
payment of money, which now aggregate in the 
civilized world the enormous sum of more tliau 
one hundred tbousend million dollars, and 
thereby make tbe rich richer and the poor 
poorer, and impoverish tho massed for the bcne 
flt of the favored tow 
We are, therefore, in 


favor of the free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver upon the basis now provided by 
law. 


XII. 


We condemn tbe Democratic House of Repre 
sentativea for refusing to make the necessary 
apptopriatfons for the eonstruction of a suitable 
navy for the defense of our commerce and the 
protection, of our citizens at home and abroad 
and we particularly condemn it for refusing to 
make any appropriation for fortifications to pro 
tect our extensive stueoast while there was « 
vast surplus in the Treasury, and thousands o 
laborers out of employment. 


xin. 


We again declare our constant sympathy -nilh 
the just and consistent Kepublican polioj and 
practice of gianting out ot the nation's abund 
ance generous pensions to the disabled Teteran 
oi our wars, whether for the country's defense 
or for the preservation of the Union. We pro 
test ugainat the removal from cifiolal places o 
worthy and disabled TTnioa soldiers to make way 
for partisan civilians and ex-Confederates.

id may be obtained from Coagresa to enable the 
Government of the United States to dispose ot 
ts lands, and to enable the people to settle upon 
nd occupy the game.

WORKIXGMEX IN POM I'll S. 


The movement that baa beeu made by 


the Wotkingmen of the Middle and 
Western States to form a n«w political 
party, composed -wholly of those who 
toil (or daily bread, and whose aim is to 
vote (or no one for office who is not one 
of their number, or who does not sym- 
pathize with them in their race for pros- 
perity ia gaming 
ground. 
To this 


movement the strictly patty journals 
"giTe a cold.shoulder," and predict that 
the result will be a melancholy failure. 
We are not BO sure of that. The times 
are favorable to political revolutions; 
there is more or less destitution among 
all classes of workingmen; they feel that 
their iuteretta have been neglected or 
wholly ignored by both great parties; 
and they are now convinced that the 
only way to protect themselves is to or- 
ganize a new party, whose object shall 
be to elevate labor, and, if it be possible 
through legislation, to increase its re- 
wards. This is legitimate. The manu- 
facturers have pursued this course ever 
since the organization of the Govcrn- 


> rcent; they have had tariffs enforced to 


increase the profits on their goods. 
The wool growers have done the same 
thing; anJ to-d»y everybody who wears 
a cotton or wollen garment pays tribute 
to increase the prosperity of those in- 
dustries. The advancement of nuy class 
is a gain to the whole country. The 
majority of our voters are workingmen. 
They have boosted first one party then 
another into power. 
Neither of the 


great political organisations can do with- 
out them. Hence, if the workingmen 
of the entire country are in earnest they 
can run both old*parties off the track. 
They can elect all the town, county, 
State and national officers, and can con- 
trol legislation, increase or decrease tar- 
iffs, divide the emoluments of office, 
and, if possible, give labor a better re- 
muneration than it it now receiving. 
At least they could give labor au equal 
chance with capital, which has not al- 
ways been the case in this country. 
The political organs which only subserve 
the interests of parties (for pay,; tells 
us that a workingmeu's organization 
cannot succeed; and instance the failure 
of prohibitory legislation, and failure of 
the Orange movement in the Northwest- 
ern States. Those comparisons havo 
little applicat;on to the woikmgmcn's 
organization. 
Tha former attempted 


impossibilities, which in some respects 
hostile to the rights of self-government, 


,- and in other ways were opposed to eco- 


nomic principles. 
The workingmen's 


project, if we comprehend it, m not iu 
impracticable one. They do not demand 
an equalization of wages or property, 
nor the iiupervision of all our industry, 
but aim to obtain a balance of power 
through the ballot and then apply legis- 
lative remedies to evils which both of 
the old parties ignore. We have fuifcli 
in a workingmen'sporty, and if properly 
organized it would claim aud receive the 
sympathies of a large portion or the 
bread toilers in the country. If the ob- 
ject is to alleviate the distress that exists 
in many portions of the Union, to better 
the currency, to foster aud strengthen 
industry and elevate labor, then we say 
•access to the 
workiagmen's party. 


The discussion of the above questions, 
at least, cannot but have a salutary in- 
fluence upon the politics of the nation.

A thorough 
examination has be"u made nf tbe rela- 
tions of conviot labor to free lubor, and 
every penitentiary, jail and workhous* 
in the United State*, where th« inmates 
are employed in industrial pursuits has 
been visited by the agents of tho Bu- 
reau. 
Their reports will bo carefully 


tabulated, aud taking these tables as a 
basis, it is believed thsit the extent to 
which the independent laborrr or me- 
chanic is affected by prison workers can 
be shown with sufficient exactness to 
serve .as a guido for'future legislation, 
The report will also include statistics 
touching labor strikes in this country. 
Tho inquiries of the Bureau on this sub- 
ject cover a period of time ranging from 
January, 1881, down to July of the 
present year, and it in believed that in- 
formation bay been collectsd touching 
every strike of consequence that has oc- 
curred in the United Stntos within that 
period. From the data colloctpJ doduc- 
tions ai a general character will lie made 
with n view to the establishment of cer- 
tain jules that may aid in fore-casting 
the probable result of future strikes, 
and in demoustiatiug tha effects of gnch 
concerted movements upoti.the laboring 
aud employing classes, nnd upon the 
industries affected.
